Tn the Montreal Witness of July 8,'we 
fod another chstract of the terms of 
Union between British Columbia and 


Caneds.’ With few exceptions the sum-| @ 


mary of the Witness ie the samo as we 
have already published. The limit of 
popalation on which it is proposed that 
British Columbia shall draw annually, 
eighty cents per bead, is fixed at 460,000 
instead bt 1,000,000. That difference, 
we presime, will not affect the vote on 
the question at present. Territorially 


speaking, we ought to be entitled to a 
million’ss our limit, The Globe's state- 
ment that we will get $35,000 per year, 
asa Gxed subsidy, is confirmed. The 
maximum debt of the Colony is to be two 
milliona of dollars. From this will be 
dedacted our public debt, which is about 


$1,100,000, and on the balance Canada 


will pay us interest, at the rate.of 5 per 
cent. per annum. The total amount of 
the subsidies, as wo have before stated, 
will not exceed $165,000 per annum. It 
appears that this sam is given, literaly, 
in the language of the ‘ British American 
Act,” for the support of our Government 
and Legislature. Canada will take o 
certain portion of revenue and retard us 
$165,000 a year, as consideration, 


‘ whether its receipts be a larger or small- 


er toan the sum it will pay to this coun- 
try. The coucluding portion of the terms 
in the Witness, are a8 follows: 

8th. The Government of the Dominion en- 
pe SS uarantee the construction of a 

anadian Pacific Railway, which shall con- 
nect with the Canadian railway system iu 
West Canadas, on the East, and hava for its 
terminus a port on the Pacific coast in the 
West. The plans at the command of the 


* Government indicate an expenditure of one 


hundred! million dollars maximum, for the 
total construction. Offers are made to guar- 
antee the construction by private capit«lists 
in England, through Mr. Waddington, in con- 
sideration of receiving gold bonds, bearing 
interest at'6 per cent, guaranteed by Govern- 
ment, or-a grant of land in one mile alternate 
sections, runving to the rear. a distance, on 
each side of the railroad, of 124 miles. The 
$100,000,000 is thus made up :—l1st section 
of 2,060 miles in round figures, $75,000,000 ; 


ad section, through British Columbia, $18,- 


000,000; other sections to complete, $7,000,- 

000. These figures are official. : 
9th. The Dominion undertakes the reform 

and extension of the postal service at its own 


st. 4 

10th, 11th and 12 guarantees certain steps 
towards the ‘encouragement and protection 
of fishing and trading and the increase of im- 
migration. 

13th. Provides that the number of members 
representiag the colony in the House of Com- 
mons shall be six instead of eight, and of 
Senators three instead of four. 

14th. Afranges for a formal admission into 
the Union, the election of Speaker, and other 
steps wiich may be directed by Her Majesty 
fo Council. 

15th. Séttlea the Representative Govern- 
ment question and guarantees that the colony 
shall have the same form of Government as 
other Provinces of the Confederation. 

Many other conditions are included but they 
are unimportant and do not come under any 
of the genervl heads uuder which I have 
elasified the foregoing. oy, 
It will be:seen that Mr. Waddington is 
the party who has proposed to construct 
the Vioforia and Montreal Railway. 
His terme for its construction are $100,- 
000,000 jn Canadian bonds, payable in 
gold and! drawing 6 per cent interest,— 
or, according: to the Witness, a grant 
of alternate sections of land one mile 
wide and twelve and u half miles deep, 
on each pide of the road.
